The form ot the aadiroa in th 


nuts' houses has from time 
been either where one side is shaped to 
represent a snake and the other the head 
of a cock or where some domestic animal 
is represented. The tire on the hearth is 
never permitted to go out. It is the eter- 
nal saered lire of the peasant's home. Its 
extinction betokens niisfortujo or is a 
sign that some member of the family will 
die. 


The servants employed" on the farm 


gather about the fire and pass away the 
long autumn and winter evenings in live- 
ly conversation. On Christmas eve the 
paored billet, badujak, is lighted, and is 
sprinkled by the father of the house with 
wine, olive oil and honey. On St. Ivan's 
day the Ivan's fire is lighted and main- 
tained the whole night. The young people 
of the village gather together and dance 
the kolo, accompanying their dance with 
songs. But the "living fire" is prized 
most highly of all, because, as the Slavic 
tradition goes in the Balkan peninsular 
and the Carpathians, it posseses special 
curative powers. 


The living fire is generated as follows: 
In some places (as in the mountains of 


old Servia) it is customary to select two 
children, a. boy and a girl, between 11 
and 14 years of age, who are intrusted 
with kindling the fire. They are con- 
ducted into a perfectly dark chamber, 
where they are obliged to remove all 
their clothing and not to utter a single 
word. 
Two dry cylindrical pieces of 


linden wood are given to them, which

This 
manner of obtaining the sacred fire is the 
oldest, but has now passed almost alto- 
gether out of use. 


Another method prevails among the 


Servians of western Macedonia. 
Two 


slabs ofioak wood are driven, solidly in- 
to the earth, and in their upper extremi- 
ties two round holes are bored, in which 
a cylindrical piece of linden wood is so 
inserted that it can be rapidly rotated. 
A stout cord is drawn tight around two 
upright slabs to prevent their springing 
asunder. A primitive violin bow is then 
constructedj the string of which is wound 
once around the piece of linden wood. 
By moving the bow to and fro the 
cylindrical piece of wood is brought into 
rapid rotation, and through the heat of 
friction thus- generated a piece of tinder 
inserted in the holes of the uprights is 
ignited. 


In the autnnm of 1899, 
while in the 


Kosmaj highlands, I saw the sacred fire 
produced in a different manner. 
Two 


peasants drove two semicylindrical pieces 
of wood into the ground and drew a rope 
taut about them. 
The piece of light 


linden, wood was so inserted that it could 
be readily rotated by means of a sim- 
ple rope wrapoed once around it, a device 
which was even more efficacious than 
that of the primitive violin bow and led 
quickly to tbe desired end. 


The purpose for which the sacred 


flame, or living fire, is used in the peas- 
ants' homes remains to be explained. 


While on a scientific journey in the 


interior of the great forest districts of 
Servia several years ago I accidentally 
had an opportunity of witnessing a cere- 
mony which illustrated the uses of the 
sacved the. 


It was in the autumn. In the village of 


Setonje, at the foot of the Homolje moun- 
tains, there raged a general epidemic 
among the children, which tbe prcindicod 
peasantry concealed from the authorities 
for fear that the physician of The prov- 
ince would visit the place. Two old wo- 
men who were obliged by tradition to 
have the names Stana (from stati, to 
stand, not to spread) repaired to a spot 
outside the village. One ot them curried 
a copper kettle rilled with water, the 
other an old house lock and key. The 
first one then said, "Whither goest thouV" 
Whereupon the one with the lock in her 
hand answered, "I have come to lock out 
misfortune from the village." With these 
words, she turned the lock and cast it, 
together with the key, into the kettle of 
water. She then walked thrice around 
the village, repeating each time lhc same 
ceremony as she passed the "woman o* 
the kettle." 


In the meantime all the inhabitants of 


the village gathered together, arrayed in 
festive attire, having extinguished before 
leaving home the fires burning on their 
hearths. Two sturdy peasants then con- 
structed on a hillock to tho right-of an 
ofik tree a. tunnel sufficiently high to ena^ 
bli> a person to crawl through comforta- 
bly on nil fours. Lengthwise in the tun- 
nel a wide board wns laid, nnd nt its exit 
:i sooond board was placed crosswise, tne 
two together forming a T. In the mean- 
time an old woman and an old man had 
kindled on both sides of the tunnel the 
"living tire." 
When everything was 


rridy, the woman with tho kettle took 
her place to the right of the firo nt the i[.u,| 
i-ntrancp to the tunnel, nnd tbe woman 
with the lock wns stationed nt tho other 
end.' To tin- left of tho exit n peasant 
woman with n large* pot of milk stood. 
To every one who crept through the tun- 
net she gave a sup o£ milk from n wood- 
en spoon. At tho other end of the tunnel 
Blood a pot containing melted hog's fat, 
Jnto tho surface oC which ouch person 
Razed as he crept through. The.'i on the 
buck ot each person that crept through a 
thirti peasant woman drew n cross with a 
piecn ot cbnrco«l. After nil bad crept 
through each person present placed sev- 
eral of the glowinc coals in a jar nnd 
hnrrlod home to kindle thp 
vnrr>8 of their 


hearths. They then cast eomo ot tho 
thorred wood Into a vessel containing wn- 
tf»r nnd drnnk of It In order to n-nder 
ttiemtwiveM proot against tho epidemic.—

Li Hung: Chang and Prince Chiug 


have received information which, al- 
though indefinite, seriously alarms the 
court. 


General Tung Fu Sian was, accord- 


ing to fast accounts, about 150 miles 
from the court with 11,000 regular 
troops, all supposed to be devoted to 
himself. The court has about the same 
number of soldiers at Sian-fu, but it is 
probable that the troops of Tung Fu 
Slau are better drilled and 
better 


armed. 


It is believed that the Mongolia re- 


bellion was brought 
about 
tlirongb 


agents of Prince Tuan and General 
Tung Fu Sian. Li Hung Chang thinks 
there are about 3,000 regular troops in 
Mongolia and inclines to the belief that 
they have not joined the rebellion. He 
does not think the court is in any dan- 
ger and thinks the object of Prince 
Tuaa, who -was last reported at Xiug- 
hsu with 10,000 men, prepared to re- 
sist arrest, he having been disgraced 
and exiled by imperial edict, and Gen- 
eral Tung Fu Sian is to create a diver- 
sion of interest in order to force uncon- 
ditional protection of themselves. '* 


Chlnnmen Deplore Revolt. 


Unofficial Chinaincu of intelligence 


regard the present rising as meet uu- 
fprtunafe for the interests "of China 
and as possibly mearing the use of for- 
eign troops to protect even the court 
itself. 


The ministers of the powers do not 


think that, provided foreign interests 
do not suffer, any present interference 
is likely. 
If the dynasty should be

I particular effort to locate the treasure 
and. in fact, had not believed in its ex- 
istence. They were prospecting on tho 
south side of the Carriso mountains, 
near the head of the (Jothic- Wash, in 
the extreme northern part of the reser- 
vation, when they came upon the en- 
trance to a shaft hidden by large rocks; 
and bushes. 
The two men followed 


the shaft down for ">0 feet and found a 
series of tunnels reaching as far in sev- 
eral directions. 
On all sides of the 


shaft and tunnels were .streaks of gold 
bearing ore. some of it showing free 
gold in large flake.«. From all indica- 
tions no human being had been in the 
mine for years, but many wild beasts 
h.nl made their dens there. The under- 
ground workings were foul from thou- 
sands of bats, and snakes had taken up 
their abode near the entrance. 


It has always been the belief that the 


Navajos obtained a steady supply of 
gold from the famous lost mine, but it 
is likely that they abandoned it when 
the supply of visible free gold began to 
dwindle. 
It is the opinion of the dis- 


coverers that the.mine will prove fabu- 
lously rich and that the primitive origi- 
nal working has not yet reached the 
best bodies of ore. 


According to general belief, the Bald 


Rock mine was flrst operated about 45 
years ago, and about two years later 
the party owning and working it was 
attacked by the Indians, who have un- 
til now persistently refused to allow 
mining in their territory. 
One Peter- 


son, the only member of the party who 
succeeded in escaping, told of the tre- 
mendous wealth of the mine, but could 
never locate it.
